The Consolidated Company at Cumber- 
land Imports the Second Batch of Men 
te Do Their Mining. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., June 7.—The second in- 
staliment of 120 foreign miners for the Coasoli- 
dated Company arrived this afternoon, and were 
taken by special train to Eckhart, where they 
arrived about 5 p. m., and were immediately 
placed inside the police line. Thirty special 
police met them here and the utmost precau- 
tions were taken to protect them from the 
Kaights of Labor and strike influences. The 
cars containing them were uncoupled in the ex- 
treme portion of the city and there coupled to 
an engine which drew them rapidly out 
of town, as was the case with the 
first lot. The special police thoroughly 
guarded them from ali outside communication. 
On arrival at Eckhart the greatest excitement 
prevailed, the striking miners having co@fre- 
gated in ¥ large numbers, calling to the new 
men inside line to come out and desert the 
company and they should have the striking 
miners’ ald and protection. The calls were in 
Vv and after an hour all the excitement sub- 
sided, and the strikers dispersed without an out- 
break. This lot of new men inciudes about forty 
Swedes, ten Hungarians, and the balance Ger- 
mans. Itis said there are twenty-five practical 
miners in this installment. All quiet through- 
out the regioa tonight. 


The Harrison Wire-Works Rollig 
Mill ef St. Louis Shuts Down. 

Sr. Lovis, June 7.—A week ago the union men 
working in the rolling-mill of the Harrison 
Wire-Works in this city made a demand for an 
advance of 10 per cent in wages, and gave the 
owners a week to decide whether they would 
comply. Late this afternoon the com- 
pany determined to close their roll- 
m- mill, and instructed the Superintendent 


to prepare plans for the location of a second an- 
nealing department and wire-dressing depart- 
ment in the building now occupied by the roll- 
iug-mili machinery. They say they take this 
action because they can import better German 
and English rods and lay them down at their 
miil, after paying a duty of $13 per ton and $4.50 
per ton freight, considerably cheaper than they 
can make them under the present system and 
the cost of Bessemer steel in this country. 

The aom further state that they will here- 
after confine their operations exclusively to the 
manufacture of wire and wire- mill commodities. 
The men thus thrown out of employment pro- 
feas to believe that this acuon of the company is 
a blind, and intended to frighten them into con- 
tinuing work at present wages, but the opens 
seem to be in earnest about tne matter, and say 
they will change the character of their works as 
soon as the alterations can be made.

Strike of Molders at Burlington, Ia.

The trouble resulted from the employment in 
the establishment of an apprentice at less than 
the regular wages. A committee waited on the 
foreman and demanded the discharge of the ab- 
noxious individual, which the foreman declined 
to do, but instead discharge the members of 
the committee.

A Bank at Brookficid, Mo., Boldly Eu- 
tered by Several Desperadoes and the 
Cashier Compelied te Surrender Sev- 
eral Thousand Dollars in Cash.

KEOKUK, Ia., June 7.—The following telegram 
was received by a banker in this city this after- 
noon: 

LACLEDE, Mo., June 7—5:30. p. m.—Six men 
went into the Brookfield Bank today at 3:30 and 
robbed it of $6, afterwards getting away. 
There was considerable shooting done, and two 
or three parties sligutly wounded. 

Several dispatches were received here after the 
above, and from them the following particulars 
are gleaned: There were four of the despera- 
does, all masked.

RETIREMENT FROM THE ARMY. 

Both Houses of Congress have now united 
in providing for the compulsory retirement 
of all officers of the army at the age of 64 
years. The House fixed @ years but the Sen- 
ate changed it to 64. ‘The question has been 
long discussed in military circles as a matter 
of military policy, and in political circles as 
a matter of economic expediency. The offi- 
cers as they are retired will thereafter re- 
ceive half-pay and be relieved of all military 
| duty. There are various opinions on this 
subject, and in the army the division of sen- 
timent is governed largely by the interest of 
the officers. The army is, in the number of 
regiments, and consequently of Colonels, 
Majors, and Captains, very small. West 
Point atid» annually its liberal quota of ca- 
det officers, while the vacancies at the top of 
the register are slow and infreqnent. Men 
who enter the army as Second-Lieutenants 
at A years of age have in time of peace 
no hope of reaching a Captaincy un- 
til they are 6 to 50 years old, 
and this leaves them but a brief term of serv- 
ice before being retired at possibly the rank 
of Major or LieutenantColonel. As the 
chances ofa man at 50 of reaching 64 are 
better than those of a man at 40, so the 
chances of promotion above the rank of 
Major diminish with the advance in years. 
The prospect of never rising above the rank 
of Captain or Major is not encouraging to 
those who enter the army in the days of 
early manhood. The passage of this law, 
while it holds out some increased promise to 
the. young, interposes an extinguisher upon 
the hopes of the older officers of the army. 
It fixes an arbitrary date in his life, when, 
no matter what may be his mental or physi- 
cal strength and ability, nor what may 
be his financial condition, promotion shall 
cease, and his salary be reduced one-half. 
It he have a family, the loss of one-half his 
pay at the age of & years will 
prove a serious affliction. Practically, 
the bill proposes to dismiss the army 
officers at the age of 64 years, and give them 
a half-pay pension. Looked at in that light, 
it is an immense addition to the pension list, 
without any regard for services or for dis- 
abilities sustained. The pension will be the 
same to the officer who never was in action 
as to the man who commanded armies— 
granted because of his age. 

On the other hand, the young men of the 
army to whom promotion is denied, and who 
grow gray in years, and in the poverty of 
Lieutenant’s and Captain's pay, insist upon 
this compulsory retirement of the senior of- 
ficers. To them it offers hope for advance 
in rank and advance in pay. To the officers 
who linger with growing families year after 
year for senior Captains and Majors to die, 
resign, or get out of the way, the prospect of 
more speedy advancement is cheering. Nev- 
ertheless, except in the cases of the vacancies 
caused by the first batch of those retired, 
the general situation five years hence will be 
the same as now. Then the progress of ad- 
vancement will be as slowes now. Then the 
impatience for promotion will be as great as 
now, and then there will be as strong a de- 
mand for compulsory retirement at the age 
of 56 as there is now for the retirement of 
those at 64. 

The rule heretofore adopted in the navy is 
that at 62 years of age, or after forty-five 
years’ service, an officer can be retired at his 
own request. At present an officer of the 
army may be retired at his own request, or 
by order of the President, at 62 years of age. 
This regulation, by leaving the question of 
an officer’s retirement at the discrewuon of the 
President, is eminently unjust. It subjects 
the President t social and political impor- 
tunities to peremptorily retire certain officers 
in order to make room for the promotion of 
others, or for the retention of certain officers 
despite the propriety of retiring them. A

full pay upon reaching the age of 70 
years, provided they have served ten years 
on the bench. This regulation was modified 
revently in the case of Judge Hunt, exempt 
ing him from tho ton years’ service. Whether 
this adoption of a limitation of official terms 
by age is to be extended any further than the 
military, naval, and judicial service is yet to 
be seen. The compulsory retirement of the 
Judges at a certain age was not permissible 
under the Constitution, so the law left re- 
tirement optional with the Judges. Without 
an amendment to the Constitution the retire- 
ment of Senators and. Representatives in 
Congress at 60 or 64 years of age cannot be 
made compulsory; but there is no constitu- 
tional objection, nor-do we thluk there would 
be any serious popular objection to alluwing 
Senators and Representatives, upon reaching 
any age above 60, voluntarily retiring at half- 
pay for the balance of the terms for which 
they were elected.

AMERICAN PROTECTION OF AMERICAN 
INTERESTS. 


' Secretary-of-State Frelinghuysen has again 
come around to an indersement of Mr, 
Blaine’s foreign policy. This time it is the 
relations between Great Britain and the 
United States touching an interoceanie canal 
which have called outa diplomatic commu- 
nication from Mr. Frelinghuysen. He takes 
virtually the same position assumed by Mr. 
Blaine in his note to Lowell which drew 
down ppon the latter the criticisms of the Stal- 
warts, but Frelinghuysen whips around the 
post to arrive at a justification for a course 
which Mr. Blaine was content to rest on a 
broad reassertion of the Monroe doctrine. It 
may be admitted that under a strict inter- 
pretation of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty the 
United States Government surrendered the 
principle that it has the sole right to guar- 
antee the neutrality of an interoceanic ca- 
nal, and that its paramount interests on the 
American Continent entitle it to resist any 
attempt on the part of foreign Governments 
to control any water-highway connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts of this country. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen endeavors to weaken the 
binding force of that treaty by the following 
points: 

J. That through a violation of the terms of the 
treaty by Great Britain in gradually magnifying 
what was at first a Batish settlement in Hon- 
duras, under 8 
into a British settlement and ‘ 
treaty bas become voidable and may at any time 
be 1 void by the United States. 

2. at treaty, so far its terms were 
specific, applied to a cunal along the Nicaragua 
route, and to that alone, 141 yume cover- 
ing éther canals orruilways being expressly rel- 
eyated to future treaty stipulations, which have 
not yet been upon, and to whose forming 


and ratification Frelinghuysen presents strong 
objections. 


These points do not seem to be either 
strong or creditable. If the British Govern- 
ment has violated the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, 
and we think this is true in more than one 
instance, that is sufficient reason for the 
United States to serve notice of the abroga- 
tion of the treaty, but it is not a justification 
for any breach on the part of the United 
States Government so long as the treaty is 
permitted to reniain in force. In regard to 
the second point, the limitation to a particu- 
lar route by way of Nicaragua is just as com- 
plete a surrender of the principle for which 
the United States is now contending as if the 
agreement with Great Britain had embraced 
all canal projects which might be suggested; 
for if the United States yields to the claim 
of foreign jointure in protecting an inter- 
oceanic canal by the Nicaragua route it is 
manifestly absurd to insist that it is danger- 
ous to the material interests of this country 
to entertain a proposition for a similar part- 
nership in ease of the Panama route. It is 
to be feared that Mr. Frelinghuysen’s diplo- 
macy Will not stand the test of British criti- 
cism. 

The true policy in regard to the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty is to admit that the United 
States made a mistake in entering into it, 
and to give notice of its abrogation. This 
would be the honest, candid way of settling 
the trouble; and candor is so unusual an 
element in diplomacy that it might startle 
Great Britain into a ready acquiescence in 
the United States Government’s position. 

There can be no doubt that the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the American people is in 
favor of exciusive American control of any 
ship-canal connecting the Atlantic and Pa- 
einne shores of the American Continent. 
There is a deep-rooted feeling that no foreign 
Power should acquire any extension of au- 
thority over American affairs, and an equally 
firm conviction that the interests of Amer- 
ican commerce demand American jurisdic- 
tion over any highway connecting the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Oceans. If the Clayton-Bul- 
wer Treaty bartered away any of the rights 
involved in this principle, then it 
ought to be terminated by the Amer- 
ican Government. If the quasi-part- 
nership entered into by the American 
Government with Great Britain under the 
terms of that treaty was a concession in con- 
sideration of advantages which had accrued 
or were to accrue to the United States, then 
let these advantages ceded by Great Britain 
be estimated at their true value by arbitra- 
tion. If Great Britain has forfelted its 
claim to indemnification by violation of the 
treaty on its part, then let such forfeiture 
constitute a counter-claim. The adjudica- 
tion of the Alabama claims had its chief 
value as a precedent. It was followed by 
the fisheries arbitration, by which the 
United States abided notwithstanding the 
palpable injustice of the award. Any dam- 
ages growing out of the termination of the 
Clayton-Bul wer must be determined 
in the same manner, but the American 
Government should not delay an unequtvo- 
cal renunciation of that treaty as far as it ad- 
mits any codrdinate European jurisdiction 
over an interoceanic canal.

“BOSSES” AND “ORGANS.” A 

It is only a few years since the majority of 
all the newspapers in the United States wore 
a political party collar: they were organs, 
and their editors were humble organ-grind- 
érs. They recorded the sentiments of the 
chief party leaders until these had deen 
embodied in the party platform, and then 
they mIndorsed the platform and extolled and 
eulogized the candidates, quite regardless of 
the soundness of the one or the character of 
the other. 

Journalistic obsequiousness contributed 
powerfully to the demoralization of the 
Democratic party and to its final hopeless 
division and disastrous defeat in 1860, There 
was not at that time a single independent 
journal in the country with Democratic pro- 
clivities to warn the party chiefs of the folly 
of prostituting the organization to the base 
uses of the slavery propagandists. There 
was no power within the party to threaten 
the bolt which was sure to come, and which 
the masses were organizing, and which came 
in due course and left the party stranded, 
where it has remained to this day. 

Asa matter of fact, the Democratic party 
is the most terribly organ-cursed party that 
ever had an existance in this or any other 
country. We call to mind only two journals 
of any consequence—the New York Sun 
the Philadephia Times—whose independ- 
ence is supplemented by pro- 
clivities, while scores of the ablest journals 
in the country serve the Republican party no 
less efficiently by warning, criticism, and se- 
vere censure than by support of its measures 
and its men. 
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such opinions as are supposed to advance the 
party interests. In abdicating its function as 


a factor in the discussion and decision of 


party questions the organ places itself lower 
in the scale of influence than the most hum- 
ble private individual member of the party, 
for such member at least expresses his opin- 
ions to hts neighbors and so helps to form 
public sentiment, 

It is through a system of organ-grit 
which has become practically universal in 
the Democratic party that that organization 
has been prostituted to the uses of designing 
leaders by means of an agency known as 
the “literary bureau.” By this means Mr. 
Tilden secured his nomination to the Presi- 
dency in 1878. In the seclusion of his library 
in Gramerey Park the opinions of all the 
Democratic editors in the United States were 
formulated, and those editorial nonentities 
were actually paid for printing them! 


It is in this way that the Democratic party 


has been degraded until it has become the 
mere echo of the most adroit and cunning 
sharper to be found in the ranks of its lead- 
ers. Bossisin, organism, spoils—these are 
synonyms of party shame and party dis- 
grace. 

The cardinal difference between the Dem- 
ocratic party and the Republican party is 
this: The Democratic party remains tne 
subservient tqol of bosses and organs, while 
the Republican party drifts farther and far- 
ther away from both. The party by Repub- 
licans is looked upon as a means to an end, 
while by Democrats it is regarded as the 
end. Of course, according to the Republican 
view, it is perfectly legitimate to rebuke the 
party when it is manifestly wrong—rebuke 
it for its own good—in order that it may be 
setright. For not the party but the act of 
the party is the essential thing. 

It may be declared as an axiom of politics 
that the man who insists that the party can 
do no wrong is either a fool or a knave; he 
iseither the tool of a boss who schemes for 
personal advancement or is himself a selfish 
schemer. But che organ repeats this silly 
assertion from the beginning to the end of 
the year, repeats it ad nauseam. And it is 
for this reason that the organ, as it formerly 
flourished, no longer exists in the Repub- 
lican party. Even the Republican country 
journal holds opinions and does not hesitate 
to express them. This revolutionin jour- 
nalism is a fearful blow to bossism. The 
boss requires the subservient organ to sound 
his praises, to overwhelm him with fulsome 
flattery, to declare for the hundredth time 
how essential his codperation is to party 
success, etc., etc. The organ is necessary to 
the boss, and as the organ has ceased to ex- 
ist in the Republican party, the occupation 
of the boss, like that of Othello, is gone. 
Good-by, organ! Good-by, boss ! 


DEPRAVED LITERATURE, 

The recent double murder in Minnesota is 
a striking example of the pernicious infiu- 
ence of the depraved juvenile literature with 
which the community is flooded. In this 
particular case a boy ot 16 years, John Tib- 
bitts, who had been reading the flash weekly 
papers and trashy novels, made up his mind 
to become a bandit. An opportunity for the 
gratification ot his depraved desire soon oc- 
curred. Two men, on their way to survey 
some pine lands, stopped at a farmer’s house 
near Red Eye, and with them was Tibbitts, 
who carried a double-barreled shotgun. 
Tibbitts left them and went off into the tim- 
ber, and after a short rest the two men re- 
sumed their journey, saying that they should 
shortly return. As they failed to return 
search was made for them, and their bodies 
were found, one shot in the back of his 
head and the other fearfully mutilated, 
showing that he had struggled hard. for his 
life. A few days afterwards young Tibbitts 
appeared in Perham with plenty of money 
and with a watch, chain, and revolver, now 
known to have belonged tothe murdered 
men. Some of Tibbitts’ clothing was found 
near the bodies, and other facts were gath- 
ered which proved beyond all doubt that he 
was the murderer. Meanwhile he had sola 
the watch and chain and taken a train west- 
ward, saying that he was going to Montana. 
It is now supposed, however, that he went 
to Arizona to join some of the bands of out- 
laws in that section. 

Here is a fitting and not unnatural sequel 
to the atrocious pictures and narratives 
which are spread before the youth of the 
country in numerous attractive ways. Our 
news-stands, and shop-windows, and low- 
class bookstores are filled with this stuff, and 
there are numerous weekly papers devoted 
entirely to criminal news and graphic pict- 
ures of vice that ought to be suppressed by 
the law. They are placed prominently in 
sight where they can catch the eye, and they 
have an immense circulation among young 
people. There is hardly a healthy for 
boys published. Nine out of ten of them 
deal with crime and gloss it over, or they are 
so goodishly good and stupidly pious that a 
boy flies from them as éagerly as he flies to 
the others. Healthy, manly, adventurous 
books for boys seem to have disappeared, 
and in their place we have papers that make 
a living by filthy pictures and representa- 
tlons of deeds of violence and murder, and 
stories of desperadoes who are made to ap- 
pear as heroes. The caréer of Jesse James, 
and the efforts made since his death to lion- 
ize him, are strong influences in the same 
vicious direction. His portrait and pictures 
of his birthplace and home are prominently 
exposed in windows. His life has been 
published in cheap form, in which 
the thief and cutthroat is made to 
appear as a kind of generous, high - 
souled and romantic Fra Diavolo. At last 
accounts a lecturer has taken to the stage 
and commenced a tour intended to Uonize 
this desperado-and apologize for his infa- 
mous crimes. Nothing apparently seems to be 
left undone to convince boys that honesty, 
and virtue, and manliness are unmanly, and 
that criminals are heroes, and that nothing 
pays so well as corruption. The result of all 
this is apparent in the gangs of lazy, brawl- 
ing, foul-mouthed, thieving, and unruly 
hoodlumsin our streets, who defy laws and 
herd together to assualt officers of the law. 
It is apparent in the increase of crime and 
the difficulty of punishing crime owing to 
the sympathy that is manufactured for it. It 
is apparent in the rapid increase of lynching 
in every part of the country, and the deter- 
mination of the people that crime shall be 
punished. The publishers of this filthy and 
pernicious literature are sowing the seeds 
ofa fearful harvest, and it only argues a

THE following is the constitutional amend- 
ment which the people of Iowa will be called 
upon to vote on on the 27th day of June:

names were not disclosed, was formed in Feb- 
rvary last to control the market for wheat for 
Apri * that the combipation was on- 
tered into primarily for the purpose of seif- 
protection, and to prevent a decline in the value 
of the property which had been bought as an 
investment, without at that time any design on 
the part of the purchasers of establishing 
a fictitious market as a basis for extorting 
upreasonabie damages; but which, gc- 
cording to the evidence of the piaintiffs, 
resulted in the purchase by the combina- 
tion, or one branch of it, of 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for Apes delivery, an amount nearly ten 
millions of bushels in excess of the whole stock 
in store in thiscity. From this amount sales 
were made by the combination of 6,000,000 bush- 
els in settlements prior to the Ist day of April, 
so that, having purehased and become the 
holders of the entire 3,500,000 bushels of wheat

And it further appeared to the committee that 
the combination composed of the gentlemen 
just named and others, commenced on or about 
the middie of March to sell wheat for May de- 
livery, fur the reason assigned by them that it 
had become patent to their miuds that there w 
sume wheat in store here which was not soun 
m condiuon, and that when hot weather came 
it would surely be discovered to be injured, and 
that they deemed it only the part of wisdom to 
bave a place provided where they could deliver 
out the wheat they thought would be in danger 
of being diseovered injured. garding this 
matter, one of the plaintiffatestified: “I can 
tell you just why parties that heid this wheat

through, and did not want to hold the wheat up 
and go on with it. Isaid Ii would not take the 
wheat at any price, because I did not want to be 
loaded up with one, or two., or three, or four, 
or five hundred thousand busbels of this wheat, 
and tis the reason the wheat was sold for 
May and the market broken down.” Said sales 
for May delivery finally amounted to 2,600,000 
bushels, part of which was bought back and re- 
sold, so that after purchases aud sales for May 
were closed they had 780,000 bushels cash 
wheat still on band. The sales for May deiivery, 
according to other accepted evidence, could not 
have been effected except at prices from 6 to 10 
cents a bushel below the then current quota- 
tions for April wheat; meanwhile, sales of small 
quantities of wheat from favorit elevators were 
made to local or interior millers as follows:

Stocks Opened Steady and Closed 
with Higher Prices.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened steady, with an advance of & in 
Western Union, % in Lake Shore, and 1 in Mich- 
an Central. Trading was active, and the net 
result ot the day’s struggle between the bulls 
and bears was decidedly in favor of the former. 
The close was strong and indicative of higher 
prices today in the judgment of Wall street ob- 
servers. The bulls are rapidly gaining confi- 
dence with the continuance of the brilliant 
weather and the improving prospects of the 
crops. They point to the steadinesy/of the mar- 
ket under the recent accumulation of unfavora- 
bie influences. They admit that the depressed 
condition of the market during the last month, 
the uncertainty of the crops, and the unfavora- 
ble weather, labor strikes, the persist- 
ent attacks of the bears during the last 
four days, culminating with the failure of 
Meeker & Co., have caused considerable 
amounts of long stock to come out upon the 
market, and that the public have not been buy- 
ers. All commission-houses report that no new 
business has come in at the decline, and that 
their customers were more inclined to be short 
than to.buy.gAnd yet, they say, notwithstanding 
the lack of this support, the stock which has 
been forced out has found a lodging-place and 
the market has taken it readily, and on any at- 
tempt of the shorts to cover the market has 
been rallied.” The weather is the strongest bull 
argument, that can be advanced. The beautiful 
skies of this week have come at a crisis, and 
have bech worth a million of dollars an hour to 
the country. Trade feels the stimulus already. 
But the tinancial conditions of the market re- 
main apd must be carefully considered 
by those who intend to buy or cell. 
The gold exports must certainly con- 
tinue for several months. until the new 
crop supplies us with other remittances than 
specie. The labor troubles, though seemingly 
less threatening than a week ago, may continue 
long enough to have a disastrous effect on trade. 
Perhaps more serious than anything else are the 
continued calls for new supplies of money to go 
into railroad construction. Railroads are being 
built this year as fast as they were last year. 
The St. Paul Road has just voted to issue new 
stocks to the amount of 20 per cent of its cap- 
ital, or for over $6,000,000. The Oregon & Trans- 
continental has authorized the issue of $8,000,000 
of bonds, the proceeds of which are to be spent 
in the construction of branch roads. Roads are 
being laid into Mexico; two transcontinental 
roads are now being pushed; two new trunk 
lines are being built through to Chicago. All 
these enterprises involve a steady drain on 


the cash resources of the banking 
centres, and a distribution of money in 
new éountry, where it does not 
readily return. According to the pres- 


ent outlogk the country is rapidly approaching 
an autumnoa when we will see fine crops on both 
sides of the Atlantic. a consequent demand upon 
our banks for heavy advances to carry our prod- 
ucts until they find a market, and we will tind 
the banks, if not weakened, at least reduced by 
a movement of cash in two directions—to Eu- 
rope to pay for our imports, and to the interior 
to pay fer our railroads. All this is said by way 
of —. Bane and not at all as an attempt at 
prophec At this instant the temper of the 
market @ppears to be turning to bullish, and we 
bear of some excellent buying of stocks. 
Nothing is more certain than that the ultimate 
effect of good crops and low prices of living 
bere and in Europe will be prusperity. But in 
figuring on that, buyers and sellers of stock 
must not forget to cipber out as weill the finan- 
cial drift of the money market. A stringency this 
fall in money would break up a good many 
heavily-loaded cliques that have been able to 
outride all the other forms of adversity that 
have threatened them the last year. 

Rumors of a riot in Cleveland were used at 
one time by the bears to depress stocks, but 
their infiyence soon passed off.

The movement in Metropolitan Elevated was 
due to manipulation.

There was sfterwards a good recovery. 

Itisnow rumored that the new issue of St. 
Paul stock is not a dividend at all. Ten per 
cent of new stock, it is said, will be issued to 
stockholders at par, and 10 per cent will be sold 
to the public. The extraordinary allegation is 


current m Milwaukee that the stock in- 
tended for “the dear public” has already 
been sold. It has been fed out, ac- 


cording to this st#tement, under the disguise of 
short sales. which the new stock will be printed 
and issued to fill. It seems hardly possible that 
anything of this sort can have been done. But 
the movements of the price of the stock since 
the announcement of this “dividend” have 
been very singular. if the issue of new stock 
was, as at first stated, a bonus of 10 per cent of 
stock to those who bought 10 per cent at par, 
the price should have advanced. Instead of do- 
ing so it bas declined. Efforts to procure infor- 
mation of the officers of the road have proved 
unavailing, as President Mitchell and his asso- 
ciates have disappeared over the horizon of Da- 
kota, in a special train, on an excursion. 

The specie shipment of $2,000,000 is explained 
by the statement that the Italian Loan Syndi- 
cate took a loss of 4,c on it in order not to dis- 
turb the bonds or the exchange in London, and 
it was expected that about as much more gold 
for the same purpose would probably be shipped 
in about a fortnight. A prominent broker who 
was in the board all day said that with the ex- 
ception of Gould the big bear operators were 
the largest buyers Tuesday and the commission 
houses were the heaviest sellers.

The above shipments inciude 5,000 bu No. 1 
barley. The last weekly statement shows nota 
bushel of No. 1 barley in store last Saturday 
night, and none is reported to have been re- 
ceived since then. There was some reported in 
store at the close of the week before last: but 
if this apply to that the figures would appear to 
be dilatory as compared with the facts. 

The leading produce markets were rather 
quiet yesterday, and somewhat irregular. Pro- 
visions were stronger, selling well up to the 
highest prices of the previous day on pork and 
lard, while ribs took a further jump upward. 
Wheat sold fully 3c higher, under a rather sharp 
demand to fill orders, as the impression prevailed 
that the market is hopelesiy cornered for July 
on both deals. Corn was active the first half- 
bour and rather weak, but steadied afterwards 
on smaller offerings for future and a good ship- 
ping demand. Oats were dull and easier. Rye 
was again weaker, and bariey unchanged, The 


market for No. 2 spring was much 
stronger in the afternoon, while there 
was littie change in other departments.

Rye closed 20 
lower, at 7e for cash and Joe seller August. 
Barley closed nominal for store-lots and steady 
for samples. Hogs were active and firm, at $7.25 
@7.% for light and at $7.25@8.0 for heavy. Cat- 
tle were without important change. Sales of in- 
ferior to good were at $3.00@8.65. 

Jobbers of dry goods report continued quiet. 
though since the change to pleasant weather 
there has been some improvement in both the 
city and country demand. Prices remain 
steady. There was a better demand for grocer- 
lea, and, with continued favorable weather, Job- 
bers look for a stili freer movement. Prices 
were firm and steady. Nochanges took place in 
prices of dried fruits. All descriptions were in 
fair request, and the feeling was firm all along 
the line. Fish met with a good city and country 
demand, and were firmly held. In dairy prod- 
ucts considerable was doing. Butter was firm 
at the advance established at the beginning of 
the week, while cheese averaged easy, low 
grades being specially weak. Bagging, leather, 
coal, and pig-iron remained dull. Oils were 
fairly active and steady. 

Broom-eorn dealers report a good trade, with 
light stocks, at our quotations given elsewbere. 
Green fruits were generally in light supply, and 
a shade easier than on Tuesday. Eggs were 
firm and Ic higher, selling at 18c per doz. There 
was no new feature in bides, grease, or tallow, 
trade in each being light. Potatoes were easier 
for new, at $5.50@6.00 in a jobbing way, with old 
at 61.00 1.50 for choice, which are very scarce. 
Wool is unchanged. Hay was dull and easier, 
with sales principaily at Tuesday's prices.

The Steamship Onoko Leaves Port with 
104,000 Bushels of Corn.

What 
is most remarkable About it is that she only 
drew fourteen feet seveu inches forward and 
lifteen feet aft. It das been claimed that the 
Onoko can carry 120,000 bushels of corn on a 
draught of uf teen feet forward, and there is not 
the least doubt but that she can doit ou even less 

raught. The Onoko bas proved more of a suc- 

ess than her owners expected. She made her 
first trip without any mishap, and therefore, in 
the religion of sailors, she is a lucky boat. 


The Canadian Canals. 

The Toronto Globe, the only Canadian paper 
that pretends to print local marine news this 
season, in speaking of the experiment now be- 
ing made bg the propeller St. Magnus to carry 
anything like a cargo of grain to Montreal, has 
this to say regarding the Canadian canals be- 
yond Lake Ontario: It is true that vessels 
drawing fourteen feet are expected to get 
through the new Welland Canal, but these ves- 
sels cannot get through the St. wrence canais 
drawing more than nine feet.

Some More Gamblers Go Un- 
whipped of Justice. 


A Brickmaking Firm Sees the Folly of 
Signing a Bond. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Orimi- 
nal Cases, Ete. 


A Brickmaking Firm in Trouble, 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court yesterday 
by Hermann Tresselt and Fritz Augustin against 
the North & Northwest Chicago Brick Manu- 
facturers’ Association and Frank Amman, to 
compel the cancellation of a $1,000 note. They 
say that on the 12th of May last the brick manu- 
facturers in the northern and northwestern 
parts of Chicago formed an association for 
mutual protection, and obtained a charter un- 
der the name or the “North & Northwest Chi- 
cago Brick Manufacturers’ Associaton,” and 
complainants joined the association soon after. 
The by-laws provided that each firm who be- 
came a member of the association should sign a 
bond in the sum of $1,000 conditional ‘for the 
faithful performance of their duties, and strict 
adberence to all orders and resolutions of the 
association. When the complainants became 
members of the association, Frank Amman, the 

retary of the organization, informed T resselt, 

o acted on behalf of the firm, that they would 
be obliged to give a $1,000 bond in accordance 
with the by-laws, and represented that be 
forms for such bonds printed in a book kept for 
the pu „and that all Tressett bad to do was 
to sign his name. Amman then brought out a 
book which, he said, contained forms of bonds, 
and asked Tresselt to sign one of the blank 
printed forms, which the latter did, Tresselt 
says he has, however, discovered since that the 
document he signed was not a ~~ but an un- 
conditional promissory note for $1,000, oe 
to the or@er of Tresselt & Co. n the 
further representation by Amman that it was 
necessary to indorse the pretended bond on the 
back, Tresselt was inauced to indorse the note 
with his firm's name. The complainants have 
since withdrawn from the association and de- 
manded the return of the note, which Amman 
has refused to make. They charge that the note 
is void, both because Tresselt h no power to 
sign the firm name and because the note was 
given without consideration, and they ask that 
it may be surrendered to them. 


Dowling, Walpole, and Some More 


Gambiers Found Not Guilty. 

All pending gambling cases were on the call 
for yesterday in Judge Gary's court, but owing 
to the long- winded arguments of attorneys ina 
bastardy suit which had been continued from 
the day before! they were made the special or- 
der tor the afternoon session. The gambiers 
were present in numbers, with Mike McDonald 
inthe van. Judge Shreve and a young maa 
from Mr. Storrs’ office appeared for the defense, 
and Mr, Storrs himself. who is Slightly ill, looked 
in for afew moments only. Mr. Trude was aiso 
present, but at bis first opportunity announced 
that he appeared for Walpole only. Mr. 
Mills and Judge Leflingwell conducted the 

rosecution. ‘The only wembers of the Police 
— present as witnesses were Detective 
Londergan and Capt. Buckley. Lieut.. Currier 
had been present during the forenoon, but was 
busy elsewhere, and could not be present at the 
afternoon session, aud Detective Ryan was said 
to be in Grand Rapids. The tirst case called was 
that of John Dowling, indicted as the proprietor 
of a common gaming-bouse at No. 145 Ciark 
street. A plea of former trial and acquittal was 
entered,demurred to by the State’s Attorney, 
and the demurrer sustained. The defendant 
waived a jury and the case was submitted to the 
court. 

Capt. Buckley testified to having visited No. 
148 only once in the year and a half immediately 
preceding March last. The tables were covered 
and there were no gaming implements in sight. 
He did not see Dowling present. 

Detective Lonwergan had visited the place a 
dozen or more times, and had frequently seen 
games in progress. Money was exchanged for 
chips and vice versa. He had given orders at 
the house only once, and that was when suppers 
were prohibited. This order was delivered to E. 
J. Wilson, who was said to be the proprietor of 
the house. 

Mr. H. A. Ely was called by the prosecution, 
but proved a very excellent witness for the de- 
feuse. He had visited the house at various 
times and bad seen games in progress. He once 
asked Dowling for $10, and the latter replied 
that he was not interested in the house. 

There being no other witnesses, the case was 
submitted witbout argument, and Mr. Dowling 
was promptiy adjudged not guilty. 

Jobn Walpole and Hugh Brady, indicted in 
connection with No. 91 Ciark street, were next 
brought to trial. , 

Capt. Buckley had visited this house several 
times, and upon one occasion had seen in the 
neighborhood of fifty persons present, engaging 
in or looking at the various games in progress. 
He bad seen Walpole present, but did not recol- 
lect ever baving seen him doing anything. 
Brady de did not know. William Skakie, who 
was convicted and fined in the first batch, ap- 
peared to have contro! and general supervision 
of the house. Witness went there Feb. 2 for the 
purpose of delivering the order to close up, but 
there was no game in progress. He never gave 
any orders to Walpole. 

Detective Londergan had been there two 
dozen times at least, and had seen Walpole 
present only once, but did not talk with bim. 
He never saw Brady in the place; he belonged 
at No. 192 Clark street. 

Messers. Walpole and Brady were thereupon 
found not guiity.

In the two cases against William Johnson, in- 
dicted in connection with No. 119 Dearborn 
street and No. 192 Clark street, a noile prosequi 
was entered for lack of evidence. Johnson, who 
is a resident of New Orleans, was in the court- 
room. 

Before &gjourning court Judge Gary took oc- 
casion to Comment upon the attacks made by a 
certain morning paper upon the conduct of the- 
police witnesses in tbis class of cases. He did 
not think there was any good foundation for the 
attack, and believed that the policemen who 
bad testified told ali they knew in a fair and im- 
partial manner, and that none of them at any 
time bad ever exhibited any animosity or teel- 
ing either one way or the other. He paid them 
a bandsome compliment, to which Mr. Mills 
made a short response, which was also compli- 
mentary in its nature.

THE SUNFLOWER. 


History and Literatare of This King 
of Plants. 
Harper's Weekly. 

No flower for a long time has become so popu- 
lar and so personal as the sunflower. It has 
climbed into our favor, and taken possession of 
our homes, our gardens, and our dress, and is 
everywhere the sentinel of art and fashion—and 
of right, for it is not only a decorative and use- 
ful flower, but bears a good religious character, 
being as a Christian flower dedicated to St. Bar- 
tholomew, St. Louis (king), and St. Antradis, and 
as a pagan emblem, the sacred flower of the 
ancient Peruvians, who were, worshipers of the 
sun. 0 

Its resemblance to the god of day and its sup- 
posed homage to the rising sun made it their 
emblem of faith, and on this account it was 
greatly used in their religious ceremonies, and 
the virgins who officiated in the Temple of the 
Sun were crowned with sunflowers made of 
pure gold, and carried them in their hand, and 
fastened théir robes with them. 

in Persia, and some other lands of the East, 
the sunflower is the emblem of constancy io 
love, and there are many poetical allusions in 
Eastern literature to the flower that always 
turns its face toward the sun. 

The first mention we have of it in England is 
from Gerard, in 1596, when he teils us that in his 
garden he bas one that has grown to the hight 
of fourteen feet, which produces flowers meas- 
uring sixteen inches over. In Spain and Mexi- 
co they grow to the hight of twenty feet, some 
of the flowers measuring four feet in diameter, 
and a single flower producing 2,362 seeds. 

Alma Tadema has illustrated this fact in his 
beautiful picture of “ Suntiowers,” in whicha 
maiden is reaching up to the flowers, which are 
still far above ber. The whole purpose of the 
picture is evidently iatended to make the spec- 
tator feel the great hight of the plant. Brown- 
ing calls the flower a foolish mimic sun.“ 
— gives it a better character, for he says

“climbs the upland lawn, 
And bows in homage to the rising dawn.” 
Moore uses it as a comparison of constancy, 
for he says: 
As the sunflower turns to her 
The same look which she turned when he rose.“ 
But Blake gives it a sad, longing character, 
and in two short, exquisit verses makes you 
feel quite differently to the great yellow flower: 
Ahl! Sunflower, weary of time, 
W ho countest the steps of the sun, 
Seeking after that sweet golden prime 
Where the traveler's journey is done. 


“Where the youth pined away with desire, 
And the pale virgin shrouded in snow, 
Arise from their graves and aspire 
Where my Sunflower wishes to go.“ 


Botanical authorities say that there are near- 
ly fifty species. Among those which are best 
known are the tall sunflowerof Peru and Mexico, 
the perennial,a native of Virginia; and the 
dwarf sunflower, brought, as late as 1874, from 


ypt. 

‘he seeds, when peeled, taste like sweet al- 
mond. They make an excellent bread of them 
in Portugal, and during the late war, in the 
Southern States, they were substituted for cof- 
feo ia many a frontier cabin. They are a good 
food for poultry, and the oil pressed from thom 
is frequently used in place of olive oil for Sal- 
ads; it can also be burned in the lamp, and is 
splendid for soap- making. 

The stems and flowers when burned produce 
a good potash, and many a housewife in Texas 
has superintended the burning of sunflowers to 
obtain the potash for Ber week's baking with as 
much care as she did the baking itseif. 

In Texas the sunflower pulled at sundown 
with a wish is sure to bring the wish true before 
the next sunset (so the Indians say), and no true 
Texan will bave a garden without at least one 
of these “ mimic suns” init. To dream of them 
signifies that you will have your pride wounded; 
and a negro, if be has this dream, will never 
rest until be has pulled a sunflower to counter- 
act the omen. Andinsome partsof the South 
a negro will not let you bring into the house a 
suntiower that has been pulled ore it. is per- 
fect, or one that is in any way broken.
